Vindication Of Dieppe 


WHILE THE INVASION OF DIEPPE, in which the Canadian army 
played a major part, occurred in August, 1942, it has continued to be a 
subject of interest in this country, and there are many who have never 
been fully satisfied as to whether the operation was worth the cost of the 
many lives Which were lost in it. Recently, further light was thrown on 
the matter, when the official story “The Canadian Army in the Second 
World War” was published by the Dominion Department of Defence. Two 
chapters of “The Canadian Army, 1939-45” written by Col. Charles Stacey, 
Director of the Historical Section of the General Staff, deal with the Dieppe 
operation, and give many facts which show, that while the operation in it- 
self was a failure, invaluable information was gained, which contributed 
much to the success of the invasion of Burope on “D” Day. 

. . . o . 

Not only was useful information gained, but the op- 
New Reasons eration was of further value because, in view of their 
4 success in repelling it, the Germans believed that 
For Failure they could successfully beat back any invasion of 
the beaches. Events following “D” Day demonstrated that the Germans 
had been misled by the attack at Dieppe into believing that the tactics they 
employed there would ensure their hold upon the continent. While most of 
the events of the operation have previously been published, some new in- 
formation has been made public in the story published by the Defence De- 
partment, which show more clearly why the attack failed. One of these 
was that it was decided not to provide heavy bomber support, ‘The elimi- 
nation of this air bombardment removed from the plan the only element of 

really heavy support contained in it” the author states. 

. . * . ° 

Another point of interest not hitherto emphasized 
was that Major General J. H. Roberts, Command- 
H er of the Second Canadian Division, was hamper- 
Of Undertaking ed by “limited and frequently inaccurate informa- 
tion,” reaching him at his headquarters aboard a destroyer, concerning 
events on the shore. One extremely exaggerated report of successes on 
the main beaches decided him to land his floating reserve, which ran into 
withering fire. That there was some error in planning the attack is sug- 
gested in the part of the report which says: “It is difficult to avoid the con- 
clusion that the planners underestimated the influence of topography and 
of the defensive works known to be numerous in the target area.” In 
spite of these things, the value of the operation in planning the “D” Day 
invasion of 1944 has never been seriouSly questioned. In referring to that 
aspect of the event Col. Stacey writes, ‘That much criticized undertaking 
has made an essential contribution to the success of the most momentous 
operation of war ever attempted.” For that reason, we may feel pride in 
the part played by the Canadian army in the attack, in spite of the fact 


that it was a costly failure.

SASKATOON, Sask.— A party of 
top-flight farm scientists met at 
Birch Hills, Sask., to consider one of 
the gravest problems that has yet 
confronted western agriculture. In an 
area of good land, where bumper 
wheat crops have been the rule for 
the past several years, the land is 
sick and in danger of a slow, linger- 
ing death. Water erosion, the cause 
of the “sickness’’, created the prob- 
lem which the scientists are trying 
to beat. 


Up in the Birch Hills country, and 
countless other places where the prai- 
rie land rolls in great sweeps, broken 
here and there by sparse poplar and 
birch groves, the problm is acute. 
The rolling land, stripped of its pro- 
tective cover of grass; shrubs and 
trees, then worked for years on end, 
becomes susceptible to running wa- 
ter, which courses down bare hill- 
sides, gouging out deep gullies, car- 
rying down the priceless thin cover- 
ing of topsoil, leaving the rocks and 
gravel showing. 

Nature saw to it that the prairie 
bush country was protected against 
water erosion, but when man remov- 
ed the protective material, he bump- 
ed into plenty of trouble. Nowadays, 
where rolling land has been cleared 
and cropped, the farmer is almost 
certain to face the problef™ in a year 
of heavy spring runoff, of during a 
heavy rainstcrm in the summer when 
the land can’t soak up the water 
as quickly as it falls, and it follows 
its natural tendency to run to a low- 
er level. 


The scientists at Birch Hills came 
to two important conclusions, One 
was that the land must be managed 
so that it has a protective covering 
of stubble or grass at all times dur- 
ing which it is vulnerable to water 
erosion, and that some radical re- 
duction of cultivation is needed. 

But a rich soil produces good crops 
of weeds as well as useful crops, and 
farmers have found it necessary in 
the past to cultivate summerfallow 
six, seven and even more times dur- 
ing the summer to kill off fresh 
growths of persistent weeds, which 
sap the soil moisture, choke out 
crops. 

New Theory 

That was the old way; but this 
year will see a new theory tried in 
the prairie provinces, and a lot /of 
cultivation eliminated. Great hope 


of many a farmer who wants to save 
his good land for generations yet to 
come lies in the new chemical meth- 
od of weed control, by means of se- 
lective herbicides, such as 2, 4-D. 
Where susceptible weeds appear on 
summerfallow, it is possible to de- 
stroy them with a series of heavy 
applications of the ‘wonder chemi- 
cal”, eliminating the need for fre- 
quent disking or cultivating. After a 
crop has been taken off in the fall, 
it is thought that the protective 
stubble can be left, and the next sea- 
son’s weed growth dealt with largely 
with chemical sprays. 


Probably the chemicals won't en- 
tirely eliminate the need for cultiva- 
tion, But a few weeds which are 
fairly resistant to 2, 4-D can be dealt 
with otherwise, without too much 
disturbance of the soil surface and 
its protective cover. 


FARMERS RECEIVE 
700,000 TAX 
GUIDE BOOKS 


OTTAWA. — Hon. J. J. McCann 
revenue minister told the commons 
700,000 special income tax guide 
books have been placed in the hands 
of Canadian farmers. 


Dr. McCann recalled his’ March an- 
nouneement that farmers who report 
taxable income based on cash actual- 
ly received and cash expenses actual- 
ly paid out during the calendar year 
would not be required to fill out the 
net worth statement on the new 1947 
prairie farmers’ or farmers’ return. 


“Those farmers who reported in- 
come on an accural basis for tax pur- 
poses will be required to submit a 
statement of assets and liabilities as 
heretofore or to complete the appro- 
priate parts of the net worth state- 
ment ... Where the department can- 
not obtain sufficient information by 
any other means, it may require a 
further statement which in many 
cases may actually be the net worth 
statement. This would apply for any 
year for which sufficient information 
is not available.” 


The guide book had two purposes. 
It gave the farmer a sample book 
“for the purpose of recording his in- 
come and expenses in such a way as 
to facilitate the accurate completion 
of his returns.” It also answered

‘Gully Erosion’ Threatens Prairie Farm Lands 


Prairie farmers are heading into a 
year of large-scale use of chemical 
weed control. Many of them last 
year grew the cleanest crops in his- 
tory by killing off weeds in the grow- 
ing crop, since cereals generally are 
not affected by 2, 4-D, and most of 
the common broad-leaf weeds are ex- 
tremely susceptible. This year, many 
more are looking forward to trying 
out “chemical summerfallow”, a 
method which may play an impor- 
tant part in driving the spectre of 
water erosion from the fertile prai- 
rie country. 


CANADA SENDS WHEAT 
GRASS TO AUSTRALIA 


OTTAWA.—A supply of Canadian- 
developed wheat grass, specially se- 
lected for drouth resistance, will be 
taken back to Australia by W. A. 
Meares of Forbes, New South Wales. 
The strain of grass, valuable for for- 
age, was given him by the Dominion 
department of agriculture and is to 
be developed for Australian pastures. 


SELASSIE’S SYMPATHY

Provinces Good 
Oil Prospects 


EDMONTON. — In Manitoba, the 
southwestern corner of the province 
is thought to be a possible oil pro- 
ducing region. In Saskatchewan, the 
entire southern half of the province 
is underlaid by sedimentary rock 
favorable for_oil exploration but in 
Alberta virtually the entire province 
is considered by oil men to consist 
of potential oil land. 


The exploration programmes of 
major Canadian and United States 
oil companies this year reflect. direct- 
ly the oil potential qualities of the 
three prairie provinces, There is 
some exploration planned and under- 
way in Manitoba, more intensive ex- 
ploration in Saskatchewan but the 
great majority this year will take 
place in the Province of Alberta, 
Estimates by informed oil men 
vary greatly on the amount of money 
that will’ be spent in Alberta this 
year. These estimates range from 
$30,000,000 upwards. Imperial Oil 
has announced that Henry H, Hewet- 
son, president of his company will 
spend $20,000,000 in Alberta in 1948,

Living Costs Soar 


In Many Lands 


CHICAGO. — Living costs are 
soaring high over several coun- 
tries besides the United States. 

Between August, 1939, and De- 
cember, 1947, living costs in the 
United States rose 69 per cent., 
the Municipal Finance Officers 
Association reported. 

During the same period, the 
Association said, the cost of liv- 
ing jumped 218 per cent. in Ice- 
land, 207 per cent. in Peru, 205 
per cent, in Mexico, 178 per cent. 


in Czechoslovakia and 72 per 
cent, in Newfoundland. 
Among countries for which 


comparable statistics were avail- 
able, the Association added, 
these showed the smallest cost of 
living gains for the period: Can- 
ada 45 per cent., Norway and 
Sweden 56 per cent. and Switzer- 
land 63 per cent. 

Canadian living costs jumped 
the highest last year, 14.9 per 
cent, The Tnited States showed 
a 1947 increase of 8.9 per cent. 
The price index declined 6.6 dur- 
ing 1947 in Czechoslovakia and 
2.4 per cent. in Norway.

Tractor Impounded 
In Highway Crash 


WINNIPEG.—For the farmer who 
owns it, a tractor may be a farm 
implement; but when it travels on 
the highways at more than 10 miles 
an hour, it becomes a motor vehicle, 
under the terms of the Manitcha 
Highway Traffic Act. As such, it is 


subject to the Safety-Responsibility | 
law of the highways and if its op-; 


erator can’t produce evidence of fi- 


nancial responsibility, his tractor 
may be impounded. 
A Manitoba farmer found out all; 


this when his tractor collided with 
another motor vehicle. 
lar he could have registered his trac- 
tor as a motor vehicle. 
$5 he could have taken out an insur- 
ence policy and received protection 
from the imsurance company with 
standard limits of $5,000 and $10,000 


for public liability and $1,000 for 
property damage. 
He had not done this, however, 


and, because he was unable to pro- 
duce proof of financial responsibility, 
his tractor was temporarily im- 
pounded. He had to put up $450 to 
get it out of pound, as a guarantee 
to take care of any claim the owner 
of the car might have against him 
for damages. He then had to furnish 
procf of financial responsibility by 
filing a certificate from an insurance 
company. 

He faces a claim from the owner 
of the damaged car, if the courts find 
him responsible for the accident; and 
he is being «charged in police court 
with neglect to register a tractor as 
a motor vehicle. This is the first 


time a tractor has been impounded | 


since the Safety-Responsibility law 
came into effect in December, 1945,—

The change was requested, as an 
aftermath of that case, by The Can- 
Press, the Canadian Daily 
Newspaper association and the Peri- 


‘odical Press association. The Alberta 


government opposed such an altera- 
tion. 

Mr, Ilsley said code sections will 
be tightened so that courts may add 
indeterminate sentences to the terms 
of sex criminals. 

Another change will be made to 
provide for the crime of “infanti- 
A jury trying a person on 4 
charge of murder arising out of the 
death of an infant will be empowered 
to bring in a verdict of “infanticide’’ 
Penalty of such a conviction will be 
a maximum of three years. 

Other changes were aimed at pre- 
venting the fraudulent manipulation 
of transactions on stock exchanges 
and at curbing security frauds. 

A new section will make it an of- 
fence to intimidate any person by 
threats of injury to any relation of 
that person either in Canada or else-

Seeds Act Gives 


Policy On Seeds 


Many people may be confused by 
the terms The Seeds Art and The 
Seed Regulations since both are part 
/of the law respecting the sale, pro- 
j@uction and distrivution of seed in 
, Canada. 


The Seeds Act is oye of the sta- 


tutes of Canada and was passed by 
the Dominion Parliament in 1937. It 
,contains the long term policy laid 
Gown in regard to seed. It providés 
‘that seed must be labelled when it is 
oltfered for sale, that seed inspectors 
/@nd seed analysts may be appointed, 
[that new varieties must be licensed, 
that secd must be sold as represent- 
ed, that “rejected” seed may not be 
| sold, that seed imported into Canada 


jmust meet Canadian standards. The 


Act provides for enforcement of the 
law. 


In addition to these provisions 
there is a section which authorizes 
the Minister of Agriculture to make 
regulations. Te Act itself, since it 
|deals with general policies, is only 
ponsaged at intervals of years; but 
conditions under which seed is pro- 
duced, processed and sold change 
with the seasons. Varieties, produc- 
tion methods, processing methods 


| 


and merchandizing are continually 
changing and improving. These 
changing conditions are met by 


changing the regulations but the 
changes in the regulations do not af- 
fect the basic principles of the Act. 


As the Act prescribes and limits 
the regulations which can be made, 
when they are signed by the Minis- 
; ter, they become just as much a part 
of the law as the Act itself.

Suggests Measures 
Against Black Fly 


BRANDON, Man.—Black flies have 
appeared in Brandon district in large 
numbers according to Dr. R. Bird, 
dominion entomologist, and are caus- 
ing discomfort to livestock. These 
flies are closely related to the species 
which caused a large number of 
deaths among livestock in Saskatche- 
wan last year. But it is not believed 
that their bites will have fatal re- 
Sults. Discomfort caused hy the 
pests will have a detrimental effect 
however, and Dr. Bird suggests that 
some protective measures be taken. 
Stabling of stock during the day, the 
use of smudge and application of 
livestock sprays are recommended, It 
is a good practice to spray dairy 
cattle in any year during the fly sea- 
son Dr. Bird states. Full informa- 
tion on the use of sprays and other 
measures can be obtained from the 
dominion entomological offices in 
Brandon.

Survey Parties Fight 
Enemy Of The North 


_ OTTAWA.— Shock troops against 
the North’s greatest Summer enemy, 
eight field parties are moving into 
tundra-land as Canada’s first line of 
defence against bugs. 

The Defence Research Board is 
fathering “operation insect” at vari- 
ous northern points and doing special 
laboratory work on entomology at 
Churchill, Man. 

The multitudes of biting insects 
have seriously retarded development 
of the north, and are one of the great 
difficulties of life there. Investigators 
hope to gather complete information 
on the many different types of mos- 
quitoes, black flies and deer flies pre- 
valent and at the same time investi- 
gate control methods, 

The Defence Research Board is co- 
ordinating the entire project and is 
working in close co-operation with 
the Department of Agriculture. 

The two or three-man insect sur- 
ivey parties will operate on the 
Alaska Highway, the Mackenzie Riv- 
er Delta, Southampton Island, Goose 
Bay, Ungave Bay, Frobisher Bay and 
in the region of the new Quebec- 
Labrador iron mines. . 

Their job is to collect insects, ob- 
serve their breeding and biting hab- 
its, note the effects of weather and 
vegetation, and compile timetables 
of insect activities 24 hours a day. 
Various repellents and control meth- 
ods will be investigated and a newly 
designed pest-proof tried out.

Saves Six Years’ Work 


Government Using Helicopter 
To Survey Canada’s Wilderness 


OTTAWA. — Something new is 
being added the Mines and Resourc- 
es Department's technique of wilder- 
ness mapping—use of the helicopter 
on geodetic and topographical sur- 
veys this Spring deep in the Yukon 
and along the Alaska Highway. 

With the “flying windmill’, disclos- 
ed W. B. Timm, director of the De- 
partment’s Mines and Geology 
Branch, a topographical survey crew 
of nine will map a 60-mile wide strip 
of wilderness across the Yukon north 
of Mayo. 


Ordinarily, it would take from six 
to nine years for ground parties with 
pack mules struggling through 
swamp and bush and panting up 
mountains to cover these same esti- 
mated 15,000 square miles. 

A second party, on the geodetic 
survey will make equally quick work 
of mapping both sides of the Alaska 
Highway for a distance of some 100 
to 150 miles between Teslin and Wat- 
son Lake. 

The survey parties left Ottawa by 
air, the topographical crew to fly in 
from Edmonton to the Yukon, and 
the geodetic group to roll north along

HALIFAX. — Canada’s newest and 
largest naval craft—the light fleet 
aircraft earrier H.M.C.S, Magnificent

Topographical work routinely fol- 
lows the geodetic survey, filling in 
with all the minute mapping details 
the basic triangulation. 

With the ‘flying egg-beater”, the 
topographical men instead of having 
to sweat and swear their way to 
wilderness hill-tops on foot, will hop 
to heights of land in comparative 
comfort. 

The topographical party in charge 
of H. N. Spence, includes two field 
engineers, two college students, a 
cook and helper, the pilot and three 
mechanics. 

The geodetic party which will fly 
in 25 miles on either side of the 
Alaska Highway instead of having 
to clug it by foot, numbers 26 men 
and is in charge of F. P. Steers. His 
helicopter went north by rail to Daw- 
son Creek and finishes the ride up 
the highway on the big truck. 

Both Mr. Spence and Mr. Steers 
are from the Ottawa head offices of | 
Mines and Resources. | 

“The helicopter survey is a ‘first’ 
for the department,” said Director 
Timm, ‘and while strictly speaking, 
an experiment, we expect big things

In Summer

the eggs. Wet, muddy yards in 
| Spring, warm summer temperatures 
| and rough handling all tend to lower 
the quality of eggs and consequently, 
the returns to the producer. 
| If hens are allowed out in muddy 
yards, and nests and floors are not 
| kept clean, too many soiled eggs re- 
sult, Such eggs spoil rapidly because 
of the moulds and bacteria carried in 
the dirt. A similar condition arises 
4 | from breakages in the nests, and for 
4 | this reason, it is desirable to provide 
|& sufficient number of nests and to 
collect the eggs frequently, especially 
| during the morning when most of the 
hens do their laying. Soiled eggs 
should not be washed; it is preferable

Clean, fresh water and good feed- 
ing practices, using well-balanced ra- 
tions are important fact6rs in the 
production of quality eggs.

Weed-Killing 
Chemical To Be 
Used Extensively 


WINNIPEG. — Between 15 and 20 
thousand 2,4-D, chemical weed con- 
trol machines will be in operation to 
battle the weed menace in the prairie 
provinces this summer, H. E. Wood, 
chairman of the Manitoba weeds 
commission, stated. 

The weed-killing chemical will be 
applied to more than 5,000,000 acres 
of farm lands in Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta. 

So far this year in Manitoba, sev- 
eral thousand trial plots and other 
2,4-D experiments have been co-ordi- 
nated through the central committee 
of the commission. 

Planning for the attack on weeds 
was started by committees early in 
January of this year and many pre- 
emergence tests, where the chemical 
is applied before the crop appears, 
have been made.

Test Anti-Mud 
Slide Discovery 
At Calgary 


CALGARY,—First Canadian appli- 
cation of a system of electrosmosis to 
prevent mud slides—a German war- 
time discovery—was carried out on 
;a steep hill threatening more than 
a score of Calgary homes. 

The experiment, which involved 
forcing of drainage by using an elec- 
tric current, started on a 90-foo- 
|ride on Sunnyside Hill here. 

A mudslide on the hill, situated on 
the north bank of the Bow River, 
forced 63 persons to flee from their 
homes recently. A number of dwell- 
ings suffered minor damage and a 
garage was demolished. 

Electrosmosis involves the drawing 
out of moisture from the hillside and 
forming a dry barrier across the 
brow of the hill. Direct current is 
forced into the ground through a 
number of electrodes, 

Officials in charge of the experi- 
ment hope that the semi-dry barrier 
along the face of the hill will prevent 
crumbling of the edge. The process 
was discovered by a German scien- 
tist now living in England. It was 
first used in constructing the German 
submarine pens at Trondheim, Nor- 
way. 

The process requires a direct cur- 
rent to the electrodes which are fix- 
ed in water pipes set vertically in 
the ground. The current draws the 
water in the vicinity through the 
ground to the pipes much as a mag- 
net draws iron filings. Once in the 
pipe, the water is pumped out either 
manually or automatically to a near- 
by sewer system. 

Prof. R. M. Hardy, Dean of Engi- 
neering at the University of Alberta, 
and Prof. J. A. Harle of the same 
department, say they are pleased 
with the initial results of the experi- 
ment which is under their direction. 

However, they say that it will “be 
some time yet” before success, or 
failure, of the experiment can be 
known. 

Dean Hatdy said the process, if 
successful, ‘‘will be far more eco- 


nomical than conventional drainage 
methods.”
